OONQUIRIII0 SMALLPOX. 


The Board of Health of the borough ol 


Columbia, Pa., through the commendable 
benevolence of frank Paine and Henry B. 
Jlepper ha* published • treatise on the re- 
cently ine-enful conflict against the out- 
break of smallpox. After the first case 
of tho disease was diagnosed a thorough 
system of prevention of the spread of the 
nfectloa was instituted. Under the «y«- 
tem a post house was erected and guarded 
by members of the local militia. During 
the continuation of the disease nlnety- 
aeven houses were quarantined and com- 
pulsory vaccination 
inaugurated 
by a 


house to house canvass. Dr. A. R, Craig 
read a paper Wore the State Medical 
Society stating that out of 160 ca*«* re- 
ported 119 bad not been vaccinated, eight 
were vaccinated within a week of the de- 
velopment of the disease for the first fii'it 
time and three had been vaccinated in 
childhood. 
The vaccination 
he con- 


tinued, "proved to be les* than one-fifth 
the expense of .stamping out the disease, 
and had it been undertaken sooner I am 
latisfied that the other item* would hvae 
reduced to very trifling figures." 


At any rate the result of the work of tho 


Columbia Board of Heutlh. was, that, at 
the expense of just $6000 the plague was 
so well kept in hand and finally conquered 
that In a population of 12,820 there were, 
in six months only 160 case* and but two 
deaths, in each instance that of a baby a 
few week* old. 


No small amount of credit is due to Mr. 


Paine and Mr. Olepper and their associ- 
ates, nhose good work is a positive evi- 
dence that foresight, caution and energy 
combined may succeed in ridding- any 
town of the terrors of smallpox. 


VERKCS AND LEAR. 


The anticipation of • judicial contest In 


Buck* county is becoming tn interesting 
topic of ditcnulon not only within the 
confli.ni of this district, but the threat- 
ened friendly rivalry has attracted atten- 
tion in other part* of the state. The fact 
that Judge Yerkes will, in all probability, 
be one of the nominees on the judicial 
ticket causes general interest. The Phila- 
delphia Press make* the following editor- 
ial comment: 


They are already working up consider- 


able interest over the judgeihip in Book* 
County, the term of Judge Yerkes expiring 
witii this year. Judge Yerkes ha* been on 
the bench in that district almost twenty 
yean, and has won a wide reputation as 
one of the ablest and most conscientious 
of the Common Pleas Judges of the 
State. Though a Democrat, he was re- 
elected ten years ago with the snpnort of 
a large proportion of the Republicans of 
the county, including both stalwart and 
independent elements, though Dome Re- 
publicans unwilling to support him ran a 
candidate of their own. There has been 
no authoritative announcement 
RB to 


whether Judge Yerxcs desires a renoraina- 
tion or not, and it is probable that he is 
reluctant to go into anything like a con- 
test. If, however, the Democrats should 
insist upon renominuting him he could 
hardly decline, no matter what his person- 
al inclinations. While there are several 
members of the county bar ambitious to 
get the Republican nomination the party 
influences in the county generally appear 
to favor Henry Lear, who is a leader 
among the local attorneys and occupies a 
position all the stronger because he is not 
seeking tiiu nomination. The county now 
has a pronounced Republican majority, 
and the advantages would naturally be 
with the Republican nominee, but with 
Lear on one side and Yerkes on the other 
the campaign would be clean and decent 
in every respect and the people would 
have every reason to be satisfied with their 
Judge, whatever the result. 


Upon noxt Tuesday the voters of the 


countj will be called upon to elect bor- 
ough and township officers. 
It is a fact 


that tlie spring elections are of the most 
important to the people and are usually 
the least regarded. 'Tis of greater im- 
portance to the average citizen that the 
attaint ot the public schools, the borough 
councils and tho supervisors of roads and 
other local offices should be wisely and 
carefully administered than as to^ who 
shall occupy the White House, the Guber- 
natorial mansion or who shall 'be select- 
ed a* High Sheriff of the county. Yet the 
election of candidates who will spend the 
greater part of the citizens tnies too 
often receives but scant attention.

million organisms out of half a pound of 
cherries they are welcome to turn on the 
hose.

It is probable that most of the recom-

Proposed Change In Rules. 


The sectiors of the proposed change in 


the rules governing the Republican party 
in Bucks county, which relate to home 
election of delegates are as follows: 


VII. 
A convention to bo composed of 


delegates from each of the election dis- 
tricts, shall be held in Doylestown on 
Tuesday for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for office to be supported by 
the citizens of tho county. In the con- 
vention every election district having fifty 
(50) votes or less shnll be entitled to one 
delegate; every district havingvover fifty 
(60) and no more than one hundred (100) 
votes shall be entitled to two delegates, 
and every district having moro than one 
hundred (100) votes shall be entitled to 
one additional delegate for every addi- 
tional one hundred (100) votes or a major- 
ity fraction 
thereof, according to the 


number of Republican voters in said dis- 
trict as ascei tamed by the votes cast at 
the preceding Presidential election for 
Republican Presidential 
electors. 
For 


the purpose of nominating delegates to 
the State Convention a Oounty Conven- 
tion shall be called not moro than sixty 
days and not lees than ten days prior to 
the date of said State Convention. The 
calling and conducting of said convention 
shall be done in the same manner as that 
for the nomination of county officers. 
Each of the four divisions of the county 
as herein provided for, shall be entitled to 
a delegate to the State Convention. 


VIII. On the Saturday previous to the 


time of holding county conventions, the 
Republicans of the various election dis- 
tricts, and nil other persons who are quali- 
fied voters in such election districts who 
will make a declaration to support the 
party, shall assemble at their usual place 
of holding delegate elections or at such 
place as shall be directed by the member 
of the County Committee for the district 
and elect the delegates to represent- them 
in said nominating convention. At the 
same time and place they shall elect a 
person to be a member of the Oounty 
Committee for such election district for 
one 
year from 
the first Monday of 


December next ensuing. The delegate 
elections shall be held between the hours 
of 6 and 8 p. m. in the boroughs, and be- 
tween the hours of 7 and 9 p. m. in the 
township, and the persons having the 
highest number of votes shall be elected. 


IX. Vacancies in the list of delegates of 


any district ehall be rilled by the remain- 
ing delegate or delegates of the district. 
Delegates so substituted shall be citizens 
and voters of the district they represent. 
This rule shall apply to joint aa well as 
county conventions. 


X. The delegate 
election* shall be 


organized and conducted by the judge and 
inspector previously appointed 
by the 


Oounty Committeeman as hereinbefore 
provided. 
They 
shall 
decide who is 


entitled to vote, and at the close of the 
poles count the votes and declare the re- 
sult. The inspectors shall write down the 
name of each person when he votes; the 
name to be announced by the judge. Ihe 
said officers shall make out certificates of 
election and deliver them to one of the 
delegates elected. 


XI. All contested seats, of delegate* 


shall be heard and decided by the conven- 
tion. 


XII. 
It shall require a majority of the 


delegates present in the nominating con- 
vention to nominate for any office. 
The 


voting shall be viva voce, the names of 
the delegates to be called by boroughs, 
wards, townships and election districts in 
alphabetical order, when the delegate* 
shall name tho person he votes for, and 
the the secretaries shall record the same.

stop a useless exdenditnre of money. 


It has been effectually established be- 


yond all cacil that vaccination renders 
•mmunity from the disease of smallpox. 
The wme and economical thing for the 
borough to do is to employ vaccine physi- 
ciansjind have them make house to house 
visits and offer free innoculation to every 
resident of the town 
Then all danger 


will cease except to those who stupidly re 
fuse to accept the service then if they 
contiact the disease no one will suffer or 
be exposed except those who ha\e persist- 
ed in like pcnerscnesa and stupidity. 


It la about time that tho borough quit 


the practice of feuding and maintaining 
families that persist in refusing to avail 
themselves of the simple preventative. 


The law abiding and prudent citizens of 


the town are becoming wrought up over 
the matter 
Some different method of 


treatment is demanded as the present

Volcanic action has in most cases pri- 


marily determined the configuration of 
the crust of the earth, but tbe chief 
agents in the formation of tortuous val- 
leys have been streams flowing above 
ground or below the surface. 
These 


naturally take the course of least re- 
sistance, dislodging the softest soil, and 
thus gradually enlarge their channels 
and are flanked by rising ground. 


It hasv been ascertained by a well 


known expert that the serpentine course 
of the valley of the Cheddar gorge is 
caused by tbe Jointing in the limestone. 
The rock, he tells us, Is traversed by 
two systems of Joints, which appear to 
be vertical or nearly so, intersecting ap- 
proximately at a right angle. The joint 
surfaces form salient and re-entrant an- 
gles, the former opposite to the tatter, 
so that If tfie two sides of the glen were 
brought together they won.d seem to 
Interlock. Water above or below the 
surface would soak along these open 
joints and widen them Into fissures, and 
this movement, sometimes to the right 
and sometimes to the" left, would follow 
zigzag lines, so that the natural course 
of the current would by Its continuous 
action excavate a valley of this unusual 
character.—London Answers.

has been known and practiced in the 
far east since the Sung dynasty, A. D. 
860-1127.

possess Its germ in their constitution, 
waiting only for circumstances favor- 
able to its development

Generally speaking, the slope of riv- 


ers flowing into the Mississippi from 
the east is on an average about three 
Inches per mile. Those entering it from 
the west have an average descent of 
about six inches per mile. The aver- 
age descent per mile of the Missouri 
after it leaves the mountains Is reck- 
oned at about a foot; the Des Koines 
from its source to its conjunction with 
the Mississippi, 7.3 inches. The entire 
length of the Ohio shows a fall of even 
five Inches. The Mississippi from the 
mouth of the Ohio to the gulf has a 
fall of but 2% inches.
